Art.  6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  repair  highways  and  bridges. 

Art.  7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  for  snow  bill. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  one-hundredth  of 
one  per  cent  (1/100  of  1%)  of  the  assessed  valuation 
based  on  the  assessment  of  1948  for  the  purpose  of 
publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and 
resources  of  the  town,  together  with  other  towns  in  the 
Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region.

An  average  of  7,300  acres  of  woodland  are  burned  over 
by  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  each  year  destroying 
many  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  property  of  all  descrip- 
tion. It  costs  many  additional  thousands  of  dollars 
and  requires  valuable  man  hours,  taken  from  other 
essential  work,  to  extinguish  them.  These  losses  affect 
the  personal  fortunes  of  the  owners,  and  town  and 
state  economies.    Everyone  loses  because  of  them. 

Analysis  of  fire  causes  reveals  the  fact  that  more  than 
98  per  cent  of  all  forest  fires  are,  consistently,  the 
result  of  human  carelessness  and  are  preventable. 

We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  during  the  past 
few  years.  Favorable  fire  weather  and  war  time  restric- 
tions on  travel  which  kept  people  off  the  highways  and 
out  of  the  woods  have  aided  materially  in  reducing  fire 
risks,  keeping  fires  fewer  and  fire  losses  low. 

We  now  face  changed  conditions.  People  can  travel 
freely.  Their  love  for  travel  and  the  freedom  of  the 
woods  will  bring  them  out  in  ever  increasing  numbers. 
This  will  step  up  the  fire  risks  materially.  The  ac- 
celerated cutting  of  the  war  years  has  resulted  in 
additional  thousands  of  slash  acres.  These  factors, 
combined  with  a  possible  dry  season  and  human  care- 
lessness could  easily  produce  a  catastrophe.  Everyone 
must,  consequently,  be  on  his  guard.     He  should 

1.  Be  careful  with  fire  or   when   smoking   in    or 
near  woodlands. 

2.  Cooperate   with   the   local    forest    fire   warden 
and  his  deputies  by 

a.  Abiding  cheerfully  with  whatever  restrictions 
it  may  be  necessary  to  impose.  They  are  in- 
tended only  to  be  helpful. 
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b.  Securing   permits    to    burn    debris   when    the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

c.  Seeing  that   others   comply  with   the  require- 
ments. 

d.  Promptly  coming  to  the  "Warden's  assistance 
when  needed. 

If  these  few  fundamental  practices  are  followed  it 
will  be  possible  to  PREVENT  a  large  proportion  of 
FOREST  FIRES  from  starting.     That  PAYS  !

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

• 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  write  this  short  report  on  the 
situation  at  the  Grantham  schools.  During  the  summer 
months  the  interior  of  the  North  Grantham  school  was 
well  renovated  as  to  redecorating  the  walls. and  ceilings. 
Some  other  minor  repairs  of  great  need  were  done. 

In  the  Village  school  cupboards  were  built  for  each 
room.  A  small  well  was  dug  just  outside  the  building 
to  furnish  water  for  the  septic  tanks.  Both  of  the 
school  buildings  need  considerable  work  done  about  the 
windows.  It  would  probably  be  better  at  the  Village 
school  to  install  new  sash.  The  present  ones  have  been 
repaired  to  such  an  extent  that  there  is  little  left  to 
work  on. 

The  three  schools  seem  to  be  going  along  in  a  reason- 
ably good  way.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  the  same 
teachers  in  the  Grantham  Village  school  that  we  have 
had  for  the  past  two  years.  It,  in  my  opinion,  would 
be  desirable  to  have  all  the  schools  centralized  in  one 
building. 

The  health  report  as  it  pertains  to  the  examination 
of  a  year  ago,  which  was*  reported  to  the  State  Board, 
is  set  down  below.  Miss  Eveleth,  the  present  school 
nurse,  has  made  the  annual  examination  and  inspection 
and  has  made  the  proper  report  to  parents  where  it 
has  been  deemed  necessary. 

A  very  good  number  of  children  attend  high  school, 
which  we  all  urge  them  to  do,  but  the  increase  in  cost 
of  tuition  at  neighboring  high  schools  makes  this  a 
considerable  burden  on  the  citizens  of  Grantham.  This 
in  turn,  has  been  offset  by  a  very  substantial  increase 
in  State  Aid.  This  benefit  has  been  reduced  somewhat 
bv  the   order   from   the   State    Board  of  Education  to 
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increase  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  who  were  already 
under  contract.  The  purpose  of  this,  no  doubt,  is  to 
encourage  young  high  school  people  to  look  forward 
toward 'teaching  and  many  more  will  have  to  do  this 
if  we  are  going  to  keep  our  teacher  supply. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  Grantham 
School  Board,  as  it  is  always  a  pleasure  to  work  with 
people  of  honest  intentions.  I  am  grateful  to  the  Board 
for  allowing  me  a  leave  of  absence  during  my  illness 
and  I  am  grateful  also  to  Mr.  Robert  Fuller,  former 
Superintendent  of  Grantham  and  Hanover  schools,  for 
taking  over  the  work  for  three  months.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  of  the  health 
program  in  the  Town  of  Grantham  schools. 

All  pupils  were  checked  for  evidences  of  communi- 
cable diseases  and  pediculosis  as  well  as  for  signs  of 
physical  handicaps.  Notices  were  sent  to  those  parents 
where  it  was  found  that  there  was  a  need  for  further 
medical  care. 

To  date  there  has  been  one  case  of  chicken  pox 
reported  in  North  Grantham.  Six  pupils  were  found 
to  have  pediculosis  all  of  which  have  been  cleaned  up 
through  the  use  of  D.D.T.  powder. 

Follow-up  visits  have  been  made  to  the  homes  where 
the  defects  called  for  more  immediate  care. 

May  I  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of 
the  school  board  and  the  teachers  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance  in  the  health  program.
